Sheccesfal Work of the Nevada Fish 
Comm s loners—Oarp Highly - 
ommuded. 


The following are extracts from the 
second bieunial report of Fish Com- 
missioner I. G. Parker, just publish - 
ed: “On the adjournment of the last 
Lx gislature I had in the State Hatch- 
ing Hou-e over 200,000 McCload 
river salmon fry. These, excepting 
the few thousand for Carson river, I 
placed ib the Truckee, at and wear 
Reno. From the unture of this fish, 
fully another year will be required be- 
fore many make thelr sppearaoce in 
the ne'ghiborbood where planted. 1 
am convinced the Tedgkee is a well 
adapted to the salmom as the Colum- 
bia vr McCioud rivers. Nothing can be 
more satisfactory than the evidence | 
have of the increase and growth ol 
the several lots uf catésh I put in 
Washve lake and Carsda, Truckee and 
Humboldt rivers, Washoe lake is 
fully stocked, and the fish of that size 
and vigor that further experiments 
would be useless. Over 100 a day

When our streams are stocked with 
‘hem the people of the State will pas- 
sess as grund a luxury as found in the 
waters of those States celebrated for 
the abuadance and variety of their 
fish. Besides, carp should be as plen- 
tifal to our people as chickens to the 
table of the prudeot farmer. The fact 
of raising them fo small ponds, say 
from twent¥-five and upwi.rds square, 
or iu spriogs o the many farm: in 
this State, renders this fi-h-most pop- 
ular and desirable. Oue of my great 
aims has beent o stock our waters with 
the best species Of carp, and with the 
very suflicient appropriation at my 
cominaod, I regret the causes that 
have occasivned the delay I now re- 
port, and trust the coming season will 
be more prvpitious to the ends I have 
in view. For these reasons, together 
with the lack of protection to fish in 
streams heretvtore alluded to, I have 
only drawu on the apptopriation for 
such amounts as would bear econom 
ically the expense ot the plants I ave 
made, and the hatching and care of 
the McCloud river salmon spawn sow 
daily expected from the United Sates 
Commis-ion, aad such ocher spawa as 
may be awarded to Nevada.”
